Light work at this season..with an 
increase in grain helps harden the 
team and toughens the shoulders. The 
amount of feed differs with the horse, 
the ‘kind of work, and the condition 
of the horse. A good rule is to sup- 
ply ‘tivo pounds of feed’ dally. for.each 
hundred pounds: of welght for light 
work, and two and a half pounds for 
heavy work. For light work give 
one-third grain-and two-thirds hay, 
and-for heavy. work the ratio may go 
as high as two-thirds grain and one- 
third hay. Sound oats are unexcelled 
AS A grain for horses: -. 

Salt should be s suppliea— Fegularly | 
put it should not be put in the feed. 
There {s little advantage in grinding 
or chopping grain. . 

As for the order of supplying water, 
grain and hey; feed or water so fre-. 
‘quently thac the horse getu. neither 
hungry nor thirsty, But feed and wa- 
ter regularly, because horses antici- 
pate the hour of feeding and become 
nervous if it t#-long delayed. 


Many Gardeners-Give Up 

_ Raising of Cauliflower 

Many. gardeners have given up rais- 
ing cauliflower in the home: garden 
because they find that the caulifiower 
in the market hag so much clearer:and 
better complexion than those they 
raise at home, This need not be s0 
with. a little: care. To bleach the 
head ‘and keép them that delightfal 
erenmy white that makes this vege- 
table so tempting in appearance, it is 
necessary to start as soon as the head 
begins to take definite form te pro- 
téct it from the sun. This ts done 
by tying the outelde teaves loosely 
together at their fips and watching 
the growth of the plant to see that 
the developing head is kept shaded. 


Care of Pastures 

Pasturéa which are deficient in phos- 
phorus will pay well for the addition 
of amplé quantities of this fertilizer, 
Recent Wisconsin tests illustrate this 
point, One plot which already had 
available 288 pounds of. phosphorus 
per -acte. produced 5,780. ‘pounds of 
dried hay: per ‘acte as againat 2,850 
for another plot which had available 
48 pounde of phosphorous, In addi- 
tion to this the gram from the first.
